Rejecting League, Harding Pleads for Treaty 


~ IRRECONCILABLES 
_ ARE DISAPPOINTED 
IN FIRST MESSAGE 


Hollomon Says Presi- 
dent’s Speech Is More 
Product of Politician 
Than Statesman. 


MESSAGE IS OPPOSED 
TO SEPARATE PEACE 


Would Ratify Versailles 
Treaty With Reserva- 
tions, But Would Elimi- 
nate League of Nations.

Washington, April 12.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—President 
Harding’s first address to the as- 
sembled house and senate this aft- 
ernoon, read amid all the impressive 
solemnity of occasions, 
made memorable by former Presi- 


dent Wilson, whose precedent he 
followed, was in its cold analysis 
a keen disappointment to the irre- 
concilable group of the senate, and 
striking in its contrasted weakness 
with the virility of point and pith 
that characterized the addresses to 
congress of his immediate prede- 
cessor 

Stripped of its superfluous ver- 
biage, the outstanding feature of 
the executive's position on _ inter- 
national affairs was an unmistak- 
able but vaguely disguised argu- 
ment for the ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles, with reserva- 
tions, provided the same should be 
expunged of the “Wilson League of 
Nations,” coupled, however, with an 
interlinked argument, even more 
direct and forceful, in favor of a 
“Harding league” under the synony- 
mous title of “Association of Na- 
tions.” 

In this anomalous position, made 
more acute to the thoughtful by 
the laborious attempt of the pres- 
ident .to appeal to popular voice 
through political demagoguery, the 
oft-repeated prophecy of The At- 
lanta Constitution as to the ulti- 
mate intents and purpose of the 
Harding administration affecting 
foreign relations has been verified 
to the letter. 

Republicans Disappointed. 

The president's position against 
a separate peace with Germany will 
carry disappointment to a potential 
element in his own party, while the 
indifferent dismissal of the Knox 
resolution with the statement that 
its teeth must be extracted, and 
then passed only as a domestic res- 
olution for its moral influence, only 
accentuates the effort of the exec- 
uative to make good his party’s 
campaign pledges on international 
matters if he can, and at the same 
time and gradually approach what 
he admits to be an inevitable fed- 
eration of nations of the world be- 
fore a permanent peace can be re- 
stored, and universal disarmament 
accomplished. 

That the president offered or sug- 
gested no relief to the farmers of 
the south and took no definite stand 
for their material benefit except 
that of platitudinous “well wishes” 
was a featuré of his address that did 
not escape the republicans from that 
section gs well as the minority 
memberf who were gathered before 
him, and the startling incongruity 
of coupling a demand for an en- 
larged merchant marine with that 
for a protective tariff that can 
only serve to keep American prod- 
ucts in ‘while keeping foreign prod- 
ucts but, was too obvious to escape 
even the galleries, through which 
a titter of curiosity as to how the 
administration hoped to reconcile 
such an anomaly, perceptibly 
passed. 

In the president’s discussion of 
the varfous reconstructive issues 
that are divorced from party falth, 
or insusceptible to political trick- 
ery, the congress and the American 
people applaud without stint. 

Domestic Issues.

About 100 citizen policemen will 
have to turn in thelr badges as the 
result of a motion made by Mayor 
Key and adopted by a majority of 
the board of police commissioners at 
a meeting Tuesday night. Misuse of 
authority by several members of the 
special force was given as the rea- 
son for the action. 

The question arose over a request 
from Chfef Beavers to suspend Mar- 


shall Nelms, former secretary to the 


governor and a special officer, who 
was fined $26 and bound over in po- 
lice court Tuesday for driving an 
An- 
other special officer, A. E. Ragsdale, 
was recently sentenced to serve a 
year for shooting a man, and a.thjrd 
citizen policeman, Rolfe Edmondson, 
is under indictment for shooting and 
killing the son of Building Inspector 
Boydon in The Journal building. 

“In both instances it seems that 
men were killed who ought not to 
have been killed,” said Mayor Key 
in proposing his motion. “I think it 
would be wise to abolish the entire 
force of citizen officers.” 

Commissioners Inman and King 
spoke against the motion, and were 
joined {n voting against it by Com- 
missioners Aiken and Barrett. Com- 
missioners McClellan, Stradley, Shef- 
field, Harper, Wardlaw and Chair- 
man Vaughn, together with Mayor 
Key, voted affirmatively and car- 
ried the motion. 

Chief Beaver’s request that mov-, 
ing pictures showing crime be barred 
from theaters in this city, was ta- 
bled by the board. The mayor and 
city council were also requested by 
the board to romove the hut sur- 
rounding the flagpole at Five Points, 
which served as an _ information

FUND OF $42500 
FOR CTY MARKET 


County Makes Appropria- 
tion, But Lays Down 
Conditions Under Which 
It Can Be Accepted. 


An appropriation of $42,500 to be 
used in the purchase of a lot upon 
which a municipal market will be 
erected was made by the Fulton 
county ‘commission to the city of 
Atlanta Tuesday afternoon. Request 
for this amount was made by the 
city and was supported by members 
of the Atlanta Woman's club, the 
Civitan club, the City Federation of 
Women’s Club the League of 
Women Voters and other civie or- 
ganizations. 

In passing this appropriation, the 
county made the following stipula- 
tions: That $12,500 of the sum of 
$42,500 be paid when the terms of 
this agreement are accepted by the 
city council and the remaining $30,- 
009 when the city makes an appro- 
priation of a like sum, that when 
the building to be erected on this 
lot ceases to be used for a munici- 
pal market, the city of Atlanta 
shall pay to the county $42,500; that 
the city will maintain at all times 
a public place connected with the 
market and as a part of the market. 
where truck growers and producers 
shall have free access and the right 
to dispose of their product without 
cost to them; that any truck grow- 
ers shall have the right at any and 
all times to sell his produce from 
his wagon anywhere in the city of 
Atlanta without any cost to him, 
and the city, in accepting this 
amount, agrees not to pass any OF- 
dinance to the contrary. The res- 
ervations also provide that all ar- 
chitects shall be invited to submit 
plans for the market. 

Project Opposed. 

Stiles Hopkins, who was retained 
to fight the appropriation by twenty 
truck farmers of the county, sub- 
mitted much data to back up his con- 
tention that the municipal market 
is not always a success. He stated 
that there was no reason to be- 
lieve that Atlanta would keep the 
market in a cleanly, sanitary condl- 
tion and cited the terrible condition 
of the underpass on Pryor street, 
which, he stated, every citizen 
avoids. He also said that in other 
cities politics had played a large 
part in operation of markets and 
that it would be the same way in 
Atlanta. He based his final argu- 
ment on the illegality of the appro- 
priation and cited from the code of 
Georgia to show that no commission 
Can use taxpayers’ money for such 
a project. In closing, he reminded 
the commissioners that any one tax- 
payer of the county “can stop the 
proceedings of making illegal ap- 
propriations of tax money.”

Atlanta Selected as Site 
for Great Morgan Chem- 
ical Corporation Insecti- 
cide Manufactory. 


OFFICIALS TO PICK 
_ SITE FOR CONCERN 


Local Plant Will Manu- 
facture Chemicals for 
Use in Fighting Farm 
Pests. 


Atlanta has been selected as the 
site for a $1,000,000 insecticide plant 
by the Morgan Chemical corpora- 
tion, of New York, according to an- 


here Tuesday. 


Within the next 30 days an engineer 
of the company will visit the city 
for the purpose of selecting the 
site and planning for the construc- 
tion. , 

Plants thereafter will be estab- 
lished in Dallas, Texas; St. Louts, 
San Francisco, Chicago and other 
localities it was added. 

It is proposed by the directors 
of the corporation to have a capital 
stock of $25,000,000, all of which 
will be immediately subscribed to 
build insecticide plants. The pro- 
duct is used to destroy the boll 
weevil and other insects on farms. 

Expansion in the Morgan Chemi- 
cal company’s business at Ogden- 
burg,. N. Y., is already under way. 
As soon as new machinery is iIn- 
stalled, the Ogdenbureg plant will 
have a capacity of 3,000,000 gallons 
of liquid produces and _ 2,000,000 
pounds of ground products a year 
and will be, it is stated, the largest 
insecticide producing plant in the 
United States. 

Ogdensburg Plant. 

The Ogdensburg plant, which has 
been in operation for sometime, was 
started through the influence of J. 
Wesley Allison, of Morrisburg, Ont., 
who interested Mr. Morgan in the 
enterprise-and induced him to move 
his Hermon plant to that city. Since 
that time a number of ecapitalists 
have joined the company. With the 
enlargement of the corporation, Mr. 
Allison will be elected chairman of 
the board of directors and E. R. 
Harriman, son of the late railroad 
magnate, E. H. Harriman, will sue- 
ceed Mr. Allison as president of the 
corporation. 

Plans and specifications for the 
construction of the Atlanta plant, 
it is stated, will be gotten under 
way in the near future. The money 
necessary for the construction of 
the plant has been subscribed by 
capitalists. Thomas B. Felder. of 
New York, formerly of Atlanta, is 
one of the most active directors of 
the Morgan Chemical company and 
has interested his father-in-law, 
who is one of the largest cotton 
producers in the country. 

The decision to estab a plant 
in Atlanta, it is stated, wads largely 
due to the efforts of Mr. Felder, 
who presented the merits of the 
city. The Atlanta plant, it is an- 
nounced, will manufacture all of 
the Morgan products. According to 
agricultural experts here, there is 
@& great demand among _ cotton 
growers for an insecticide that will 
destroy certain insects, like the boll 
weevil and other insects that are 
Gestructible to fruits, vegetables, 
grain, cotton and other crops.

French Premier 
‘Would Use Force 


For Reparations 


Briand Says France Will 
Keep: Rendezvous With 
Germany, May 1. 


Paris, April 12.—Premier Briand, 
in the course of the debate in the 
chamber of deputies today on Ger- 
man reparations, declared: 

“The time for words has passed. 
We must now revert to acts.” 

The premier recalled the warnings 
given to Germany by the Paris and 
London conferences, and the subse- 
quent application of penalties, and 
added that the egovernment had 
hoped the German government 
would realize that it could no longer 
delay fulfillment of its undertak- 
ings. 

“Wediscern, however,” continued ! 
the premier, “that the penalties en- 
forced have not produced the ex- 
pected results. We note that there 
still exists in Germany a disposi- 
tion to evade payment. On May 1, 
Germany willbe faceto face wtih a 
whole series of violations of the 
treaty which she signed. 

“T repeat here, with all the 
strength at my command, that we 
creditors hold a_ perfectly legal 
deed. A process server has been 
dispatched to Germany, and if our 
debtor persists in refusa] to pay, the 
next time a policeman will accom- 
pany him. : 

“This process is a legal proceed- 
ing &s between individuals in every- 
day life, and it is the same in rela- 
tions between nations. It is mo use 
to begin over again discussions al- 
ready closed. We have in hand a 
promisory note duly signed, and if 
the debtor refuses to pay, we must 
coerce him by all means of coercion 
we have in our power. 

“In full agreement with our al- 
lies, we have arendezvous with 
Germany. on May l. France shall 
not fai] that rendezvous. 


LOSS 1S $200,000 
IN TALBOTTON FRE 


Fire Sweeps Business Sec- 
tion of Georgia Town 
Tuesday Night—No 
Lives Reported Lost. 


Talbotton, Ga. April 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A fire which originated 
from an undetermined cause in the 
basement of the grocery store of 
J. R. Callier, near the Talbotton 
bank, at 8:30 o’clock, here tonight 
destroyed five buildings and caused 
damage estimated at $200.000 before 
being brought under control shortly 
after midnight. No loss of life has 
been reported. 

The buildings destroyed were 
Callier’s store, the Bank of Talbot- 
ton, T. A. Bordwell drygoods, J. H. 
Rryant’ grocery and hardware store 
and C. M. Calhoun’s general store. 
The Thornton warehouse caught 
fire and was slightly damaged. 

The town,, one of the oldest and 
richest in Georgia, has no paid fire 


department and citizens were forced 
to fight the flames as best they 
could with a bucket brigade. 

Menace New Part of Town. 

Flames spread through the old 
business portion of Talbotton and 
at 12:45 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing reached the newer portion of 
the town, according to railroad tele- 
graph operators. . 

At that hour the fire was re- 
ported to be beyond control. Tal- 
botton is one of the oldest and one 
of the richest towns in Georgia. 
Telephone service from the city 
was cut off by the fire. 

By 1 o’clock Wednesday morning 
the fire had been brought entirely 
under control, and the safety of 
the postoffice, which at midnight 
was thought doomed, was assured.

London, April 12.—Lloyd-George's 
offer of temporary financial assist- 
ance to the mining industry “to 
minimize the hardship resulting 
from reduction of wages,” has been 
rejected by the miners and, in the 
admitted impasse that has been 
reached by the three parties to the 
controversy, the situation has 
reached a crisis. 

There is but one ray of hope as 
a result of the day‘s developments. 
That exists in the action of the tris 
ple allinace, which decided, late in 
the afternoon, to withhold the final 
order for the’general strike, which 
was to have gone into effect at mid- 
night Tuesday. 

Officials, however, are deeply 
pessimistic over the unyielding atti- 
tude of miners and colliery owners, 
and see no wau out other than by 
the threatened actual test of 
strength, through direct action. 

“They are absolutely deadlocked,” 
board of trade officials declared 
after Tuesday’s meetings. The 
owners are persisting in maintain- 
ing their policy of fixing wages by 
districts, while the miners are 
equally insistent on their proposal 
for a national wage board. 

The joint conference between 
miners and owners adjourned at 6 


o’clock,the miners leaving for an- 


other executive conference, after 
which they were to meet with the 
triple alliance. 

The maximum concession offered 
by the government during the day 
was an offer to provide a tempora- 
ry loan, possibly for six weeks, 
which would enable the colliery op- 
erators to maintain wages until 
normal adjustment could be made. 
The government refused, however, 
to withdraw from its position: that 
government subsidy or government 
ownership was impossible. 

The triple alliance has postponed 
its threatened general] strike. 

On orders from, the executives of 
the railwaymen’s and transport fed- 
erations, the 4,000,000 men who 
were to go out will remain at their 
posts until the conferenee between 
the miners and colliery owners has 
proved a success or failure. 

This announcement, coming to- 
wards the end of a three-cornered 
argument, in «which Loyd-George 
and officials of the board of trade 
alternately conferred with leaders 
of the striking miners and the mine 
owners. 

It had been feared that the ex- 
tremists leaders in the alliance 
might put into effect that threat of 
the last four days as a means of 
exerting additional pressure on the 
government and owners,’ on the 
plea that the present negotiations 
are notproceeding rapidly enough. 


The stiuation in the mines in genera] 
was quiter, with pumping proceed- 
ing in many of the nearly ruined 
pits. 

Chaes Cleared Awny. 

Gradually the government is 
clearing away some of the chaotic 
conditions which threatened the de- 
struction of entire groups of valua- 
ble pits. It is believed that a great 
percentage of the profitable mines

With the Jasper county grand 
jury recessing here late this aft- 
ernoon to @Gontinue its investiga- 
tion of the Eugene Hamilton lynch- 
ing and other killings on Wednes- 
day, this announcement of Solicitor- 
General A. M. Brand, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, added considera- 
ble interest to the general sitwa- 
tion, 

Despite the fact that the solicitor 
of the Newton county superior 
court has frequently stated that he 
would try the negro, whose confes- 
sion involved John S. Williams in 
the “murder farm” atrocities, re- 
ports have been current both here

Widening of Peachtree- stPeet, 
from Forrest avenue to North ave- 
nue, will be begun as gson'‘as the 
city can assemble its forces to start 
construction work. 

Widening of Atlanta’s principal 
thoroughfare was made possible by 
the appropriation of Fulton county 
of the sum of $18,000 at a meeting 
of the commissioners Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. ‘The city has already ap- 
propriated a similar sum for this 
project. 

“We plan to widen the east side 
of the street ten feet this year,” 
stated H. L. Collier, city construc- 
tion chief, Tuesday night,” and next 
year to widen the west side by #aen 
feet. When this is done the street 
will be eighty feet wide. 

“Some buildings on the east side 
will be immediately upon the side- 
walk when we have widened the 
street, but I do not think ‘that it 
will be necessary to move any of 
them. It has been agreed that when 
they are remodeled they will be 
moved back -to the proper place.” 

Mr. Collier added that it will 
Probably be two or three weeks be- 
fore the work can be gotten under 
way. He estimated that approxi- 
mately two months will be required 
to complete the project, and was of 
the opinion that the $36,000 Provided 
jointly by the city and the coun- 
ty would cover the cost of the work. 

From time to time Peachtree street 
has been widened, several blocks at 
atime. This process has been com- 
pleted as far as Forrest avenue for 
several years, and the present move 
was made in order that the street 
may be of uniform width to North 
avenue.

The Massachusetts senator fur- 
ther declared that ratification of the 
treaty in its present form would 
cast no reflection on the action of 
President Roosevelt in extending 
recognition to Panama after it had 
revolted from Colombia. 

The Massachusetts senator read a 
letter written last March 21 by Sec- 
retary Fall, who stated that con- 
ferences and correspondence with the 
late7Colonel Rosevelt in 1917 and 
thefeafter had convinced him that 
Mr. Roosevelt not only was agreea- 
ble but desirous for “such an agree- 
ment with Colombia as would make 
of that country our warm friend and 
even our ally.” 

Declaring that “the indications are 
very strong that very large oil 
fields, perhaps the largest in the 
world, are on the point of develop- 
ment in Venezuela and Colombia,” 
Senator Lodge said that “American 
companies have already started in 
Colombia, but they will pass into 
the hands of the powerful British 
combination if our people cannot at 


least understand that they will be 
protected against wrong and injus- 
tice if they Invest in countries other 
than their own for the purpose of 
furnishing the United States with 
oil and ‘enlarging our commerce.” 

Another aspect of the oil question 
was brought out in another letter 
written by Secretary Fall, under 
date of March 21, and read by Mr. 

In this letter Mr: Fs" 
charged that “British oil interests

These resolutions do not in any way bind the United Typothetae of America, 
which is the National organization of employing printers, with 5,000 mémbers, nor 
does it bind the other 30,000 employing printers in the United States who are not 
members of the United Typothetae of America. : 

The United Typothetae of America, at their annual meeting in New York in 
September, 1919, and again at their annual meeting in St. Louis in September, 1920, 
passed resolutions emphatically condemning the 44-hour week movement, and urged 
its members to resist all attempts to institute a shorter work week. | 

There are no more honest, capable and ambitious Americans than the workmen 

who set the type and run the presses in our great printing plants. 
These men want nothing better than the opportunity to work out their ambitions 
in life without interruption by industrial strife. .They hate the domineering agitator 

who continually cries “Strike!” Mee 3 

Who wants strikes? The men who profit by them! The men'who don’t set the 
type, who don’t run presses, the men who collect exorbitant labor dues. 

It was the element at the Montreal convention of the American Federation of 

Labor that expressed itself to this effect: 

“The forty-four-hour week shall be demanded this year, the forty-hour week two 
or three years after and the thirty-six-hour week two or three years after that.” 

The statement was made in the Typographical Record that “The employers should 


thank their lucky stars, or whatever they worship, that we are not sufficiently 
militant to demand the six-hour day at this time!” 


The employing printers will engage in no unworthy propaganda, will 
make no false statements, will enter no heatéd or angry discussion, but 
their position is firm and unequivocal—there will be no yielding to the un- 
reasonable demands for the 44-hour week.

Washington, April 12.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—The first 
two of a flood of racial bills, di- 
rected primarily at the south, to be 
introduced shortly in the senate and 
house, have been dropped into the 
hopper, one of them being the old 
bill of Dyer, of Missouri, to prevent 
lynchings, and the other a new bill 
by Madden, of Illinois, to abolish 
“Jim Crow” cars on railroads. 

The Dyer bill stipulates that per- 
Sons accused of lynching shall be 
tried in federal instead of state 
courts, and persons found guilty of 
complicity in lynchings shal! suffer 
the death penalty. Congressman 
Dyer said his measure was in har- 
mony with the declaration against 
lynching tn the republican platform 
end he expected favorable action at 
this congress, 

The Madden bill provides that no 
railroad engaged in interstate com- 
merce shall discriminate as Between 
White and colored passengers, and 
that colored passengers shall be en- 
titled to use the same coaches and 


Sleeping accommodations as are 
used by white passengers. 


TRIAL IS BEGUN 
OF 14 CHARGED 
IN JAIL ATTACK 


Jonesboro, Tenn., April 12.—The 
trial of the fourteen men for shoot- 
ng up the county jail here on the 
night of Octgber 1, 1920, and wound- 
Ing @ prisoner in an effort to lynch 
a negro, got well under way be- 
fore -Circuit Judge D. A. Vines 
today. More than 500 men were 
empaneled and one hundred and 
fifty were challenged before a jury 
could be obtained. Ninety-five 
hesses are to be examined, 
teen attorneys represent the 
fendants while two represent

The jury trying the case is com- 
rosed largely of farmers 
in districts lying remote from 
scene of the affair.

The British have seized 
upon that fact and systematic ef- 
forts are being made by the empire 
cotton growing committee to stimu- 
late cotton growing. Within the 
empire.” 

Cotton growing, he continued, is 
being urged by the British in all 
the colonies where conditions are 
favorable to the crop. India, Egypt 
and Mesopotamia, are to be utilized 
as are the former German colonies 
in Africa he said, adding that the 
tritish board of trade plans to irri- 
rate 3,000,000 acres of cotton lands 
near Khartoum. 

Commenting on the present inter- 
national cotton situation, Mr. Den- 
nis declared that by the end of 
July the world’s supply of uncon- 
sumed cotton Would amount to 
11,580,000 bales of 590 pounds each. 
This. he said, would be the 
carry-over in the world’s 
Collapse of the European market as 
well as the markets of Poland and 
inland he said. had brought on the 
over-supply.

ALABAMA QUARANTINED 
10 STOP BEAN BEETLE 


Secretary of Agriculture Ap- 
proves Step to Be Effec- 
tive May 1. 


i 
Washington, April 12.—A quaran- 


tine for the state of Alabama on 
account of the Mexican bean beetle 


was approved today by the secre- 
tary of agriculture to become ef- 
fective May 

The quarantine places restrictions 
on the interstate movement of va- 
rious farm and garden crops which 
may be a means of carrying the 
pest to other states. A similar 
quarantine over the areas actually 
invaded by the past has already 
been promulgated by the state of 
Alabama, 

The federal quarantine supple- 
ments the existing state quarantine 
by giving authority to prevent in- 
terstate movement of the products 
affected, but provision is made for 
the movement under inspection and 
certification of practically all of 
them. ' 

The restrictions of the state and 


federal quarantin&gs apply to fresh 
green cultivated beans, including all 
common garden or field beans, and 
alli lima beans, California black- 
eyed peas, or beans, and ail xreeu 
cow peas and lima beans, but not 
including velvet beans or English 
peas or thoroughly dried and sei! 
beans cr peas of any kind. ‘The itist 
also includes all “greens” or edi- 
ble plant leaves.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Water, Water, Everywhere. 

From the neck up man consists of 
a mixture of about two-thirds bone 
and one-third water and fat, with 
just a dash of gray matter in some 
cases. From the neck down, aside 
from the bony skeleton, more than 
two-thirds of the body weight is 
water. 7 

One cannot change the amount of 
water in the body by merely drink- 
ing more or less water with that 
intention. But the character of the 
food taken has much to do with 
the proportion of water in’the tis- 
sues. Edema (formerly spelled 
oedema) is the medical term for 
swelling of the body or any part 
of it, caused by effusion of watery 
liquid into the tissues; such as the 
general edema of certain cases of 


heart disease, nephritis and other 
conditions, commonly called drop- 
sy. 
among under-nourished Europeans 
was found to be curable by a more 
nutritious diet or by rest without 
change of déet, rest in bed restor- 
ing the balance between intake and 
output of energy. But this is no 
argument in favor of more rest 
for the obese.

FOR $16,000 SUM

The Alexander Clear Serum com- 
pany, of Kansas City, through its 
attorney, Watler R. Brown, has filed 
suit in Fulton county superior court 
for $16,009 damages against Dr. 
Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterina- 
rian.

Mr. McCutcheon said the federa- 
tion adopted resolutions restating 
unequivocably’ its disapproavl of 
any reduction in present working 
hours, .and recommended to _ its 
members that they resist any at- 
tempt to enforce such a reduction. 
This action, he said, reflected the 
sentiment of the entire organtizae- 
tion, Which adopted the resolutions 
unanimously. 

In commenting on the 
schedule to be presented by 
allied printing trades, Mr. Mec- 
Cutcheon said the situation was 
really more serious than most peo- 
ple conceived. He declared that it 
would “be a fight from the drop 
of the hat,” adding that rather than 
adopt the new forty-four-hour week, 
employing printers would ‘close up 
and stay closed until the matter 
was arranged somehow.” 

The allied printing trade are de- 
manding a‘ reduction in the work 
week to forty-four hours, a reduc- 
tion of four hours, and will de- 
mand, is is said that all future 
Wage scales be determined on this 
basis.. The printers will also ack 
for a greater minimum wage, it was 
said yesterday. 

Mr. McCutcheon 
employing printers are convinced 
that any reduction in the number 
of hours which now constitute a 
week’s work is uneconomic. un- 
sound and an extra burden alike 
on the consumer and manufacturer 
of printing products.

An interesting provision of the 
Sapiro plan relates to ownership 
and operation of warehouses by the 
association. A request from 100 mem- 
bers for a warehouse in their dis- 
trict will be investigated by experts 
of the association. who will provide 
one if desirable. The warehonse will 
be formed as an independent cor- 
poration, with a cross contract with 
the association to handle cotton for 
it without profit. Common and pre- 
ferred stock will be sold. in the 
warehouse corporation. ownership of 
the common stock being restricted 
to members of the association, and 
preferred stock hetnge sold in the 
open market. Preferred and com- 
mon stock will pay 8 per cent cumu- 
lative interest, and preferred stock 
will be retired within five vears. As 
the preferred stock is retired, the 
association will calculate the value 
ff the contribution from the pro- 
ceeds of each grower’s cotton to- 
ward such retirement, and will is- 
sue common stock of such value to 
the grower. After five years, under 
the plan, the warehouse will be 
owned by those using it. who will 
hold common stock in it paying S 
per cent interest.

HARDING PLEASES | Text of Presidential 


Message to Congress 


~ SENATE FACTIONS 


First Message to Con- 
gress Gets Approval 
From All Sides of the 
League Controversy. 


Washington, April 12.—General 
@pproval of President MHarding’s 
declarations in his first message to 
Congress today that the United 
States would have no part in the 
present league of nations and that 
the state of war should be ended 
by congressional resolution, was ex- 
pressed by republican senate lead- 
ers, both of the “irreconcilable” 
and “reservationist” groups. 
.Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
the republican leader, who led the 
Jong fight for reservations to the 
treaty of Versailles, said he was 
extremely pleased” by the mes- 
Sage, which he declared “separates 
us from the league and approves 
passage of the Knox resolution.” 

Senators Johnson, of California, 
and Borah, of Idaho, leaders of the 
irreconcilables,” expressed gratifi- 
Cation that the president had defi- 
nitely rejected the present league 
and had declared for restoration of 
peace by congressional action. They 
expressed doubt, however, that the 
treaty of Versailles with the league 
covenant excluded could be put in- 
to shape for ratification—a _ possi- 
bility suggested by Mr. Harding. 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
acting democratic leader, who led 
the Wilson forces in the senate for 
ratification of the treaty and 
league, expressed disappointment at 
the president’s message. He de- 
clared that MF, refusing to enter the 
league, the nited States had re- 
fused to take part in the effort to 
Stabilize the social, business and 
Zovernmental conditions of the 
world, without which, he said, there 
could be neither a revival of busi- 
ness nor prosperity. 

Senator Hitchcock declared Presi- 
dent Harding’s purpose was “high” 
and that he appeared anxious to 
reduce governmental expenditures. 

“But he seems to forget,” the 
senator continued, “that 80 cents 
out of every dollar of taxation is 
taken because the world has been 
and still is organized for war, yet 
he will do nothing towards organ- 
izing it for peace.” 

“I am wondering,” Senator Har- 
rison, democrat, Mississippi, said in 
a statement tonight, “what the 
thousands of independent voters, 
pro-league republicans and repub- 
lican leaders who were assured or 
insisted that the best way to have 
America get into the league of na- 
tions and have the treaty of Ver- 
sailles ratified was through the 
election of Harding as _ president, 
now think.” 

“What the president said about 
the league suited me,” was the com- 
ment of Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
a democratic treaty “Irreconcil- 
able.” 

Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, sald he was pleased to 
“welcome the president to the fold 
of the irreconcilables.” 

Senator Poindexter, republican, 
Washington, said the plan for an 
association of nations “still was in 
a nebulous state.” 

Senator Kellogg. of Minnesota, a 
republican “mild reservationist,” de- 
eclared the president would “be able 
to work out an association of na- 
tions and a peace program that will 
be satisfactory to all.” 

It was the expressed view of Sen- 
ator Moses, republican, New Hamp- 
shire, that the president had “pro- 
nounced a fitting benediction over 
the dead body of the league.”

The committee also recommended 
a separate bill for the independent 
citizenship of women and the ap- 
pointment of a committe to study 
and present recommendations to 
congress for general revision of the 
naturalization laws.

congress follows: 


Members of the Congress: You 
have been called into extraordinary 
session to give your consideration 
to national problems far too press- 


e face our task of legislation 
and administration amid conditions 
as difficult as our government has 
ever contemplated. 

Under our political system the 
people of the United States have 
charged the new congress and the 
new administration with the solu- 
tion—the readjustment, reconstruc- 
tion and restoration which must fol- 
low in the wake of war. 

It may be regretted that we were 
so illy prepared for war’s aftermath, 
so little made ready to return to the 
ways of peace, but we are not to 
be discouraged. Indeed, we must 
be the more firmly resolved to un- 
dertake our work with high hope 
and invite every factor in our citi- 
zenship to join in the effort to find 
our normal, onward way again. 

The American people have ap- 
praised the situation, and with that 
tolerance and patience which go 
with understanding they will give 
to us the influence of deliberate 
public opinion which ultimately 
becomes the edict of any popular 
government. They are measuring 
some of the stern necessities, and 
will join in the gwive-and-take which 
is so essential to firm re-establish- 
ment. 

First in mind must be the solu- 
tion of our problems at home, even 
though some phases of them are in- 
separably linked with our foreign 
relations. The surest procedure in 
every government is to put its own 
house in order. 


Urges Economy. 


I know of no more pressing prob- 
lem at home than to restrict our 
national expenditures within the 
limits of our national income, and 
at the same time measureably lift 
the burdens of war taxation from 
the shuulders of the American peo- 


ple. 

One cannot be unmindful that 
economy is a much-employed cry, 
most frequently stressed in pre- 
election appeals, but it is ours te 
mawe it an outstanding and ever- 
impelling purpose in both legisla- 
tion and administration The un- 
restrained tendency to heedless ex- 
penditure and the attending growth 
of public indebtedness, extending 
from federal authority to that of 
State and municipality and includ- 
ing the smallest political subdivi- 
Sion, constitute the most dangerous 
Phase of government today. The 
nation cannot restrain except in 
its own activities, but it can be 
exempiar in a wholesome reversal. 

The staggering load of war debt 
must be cared for tn orderly fund- 
ing and gradual liquidation. We 
shall hasten the solution and aid 
effectively in lifting the tax bur- 
dens if we strike resolutely at ex- 
penditure. It is far more easily 
suid than done. In the fever of war 
Our expenditures were so little 
questioned, the emergency was so 
Impelling, appropriation was so un? 
impeded that we little noted mil- 
lions and counted the treasury in- 
exhaustible. It will strengthen our 
resolution if we ever keep in mind 
that a continuation of such a course 
means inevitable disaster. 

Our Current expenditures are run- 
ning at the rate of approximately 
five billions a year, and the burden 
in unbearable. There are two 
agencies to be employed itn correc- 
tion: One is rigid resistance in 
appropriation and the other is the 
utmost economy in administration. 
Let us have both. 
charged department heads with this 
necessity. I am sure congress will 
agree; and both congress and the 
administration may safely count 
on the support of all right-minded 
citizens, because the burden is 
theirs. The pressure for expendi- 
ture, swelling the flow in one local- 
{ty, while draining another, is sure 
to defeat the impésition of just 
burdens, and the effect of our citi- 
zenship protesting the outlay will 
be wholesome and helpful. It 
might find its reflex in economy 
and thrift among the people thém- 
selves, because therein lies quicker 
recovery and added security for the 
future. 


Tax Revision Necessary. 


The estimates of receipts and ex- 
penditures and the statements as 
to the condition of the treasury 
which the secretary of the treasury 
is prepared to present to you wil 
indicate what revenues must be pro- 
vided in order t carry on the 
government’s business and meet its 
current requirements and fixed 
debt charges. Unless there are 
striking cuts in the important fields 
of expenditures, receipts from in- 
ternal taxes cannot “— be per- 
mitted to fall below $4,000,000.000 
in the fiscal years 1922 and 1923. 
This would mean total internal tax 
collections of about one billion less 
than in 1920 and one-half billion 
less than in 1921. 

The most substantial relief from 
the tax burden must come for the 
present, from the readjustment of 
internal taxes, and the revision or 
repeal of those taxes which have 
become unproductive and are so ar- 
tificial and burdensome as to defeat 
their own purpose. A prompt and 
thoroughgoing revision of the in- 
ternal tax laws, made with due re- 
gard to the protection of the rev- 
enues is, in my judgment, a re- 
quisite to the revival of business 
activity in this country. It is earn- 
estly hoped, therefore, that the con- 
&ress will be able to enact without 
delay a revision of the revenue 
laws and such emergency tariff 
measures as are necessary to pro- 
tect American trade and industry. 

It is of less concern whether in- 
ternal taxation or tariff revision 
shall come first than has been pop- 
ular imagined, because we must do 
both, but the practical coure for 
earliest accomplishment will readily 
suggest Mself to the congress. We 
are committed to the repeal of the 
excess-profits tax and the abolish- 
ment of inequities and unjustifiable 
exasperations in the present 
system.

It is more interested in wip- 
ing out the necessity for imposing 
them and eliminating confusion 
and cost in the collection. 

Hold Markets Secure. 


The urgency for an instant tariff 
enactment, emergency in character 
and understood by our people that 
it is for the emergency only, can- 
not be too much emphasized. I be- 
lieve in the protection of American 
industry, and it is our purpose to 
prosper America first. The privileges 
of the American market to the for- 
iegn producer are offered too 
cheaply today, and the effect on 
much of our own productivity is 
the destruction of our self-reliance, 
which is the foundation of (the in- 
dependence and good fortune of 
our people. Moreover, imports 
should pay their fair share of our 
cost -of government. 

One who values American pros- 
perity and maintained American 
standards of wage and living can 
have no sympathy with the proposal 
that easy entry and the floor of 
imports will cheapen our costs of 
living. It is more likely to destroy 
Our capacity to buy. Today Amerti- 
can agriculture is menaced, and its 
products are down to pre-war nor- 
mals, yet we-.are endangering our 
fundamental industry through the 
high cost of transportation from 
farm to market and through the 
influx of foreign farm products, be- 
cause we Offer, essentially unpro- 
tected, the best market in the 
world. It would be better to err in 
protecting our basic food industry 
than paralyze our uk > activities 
in the world struggle for retsored 
exchanges. 

The maturer revision of our tariff 
laws should be based on the policy 
of protection, resisting that selfish- 
ness which turns to greed, but ever 
concerned with that productivity at 
home which is the source of all 
abiding good fortune. It is agreed 
that we cannot sell unless we buy, 
but ability to sell is based on home 
development and the fostering of 
home markets. There is little senti- 
ment in the trade of the world. 
Trade can and ought to be honor- 
able, but it Knows no sympathy. 
While the delegates of the nations 
at war were debating peace terms 
at Paris, and while we later debated 
Our part In completing the peace, 
commercial agents of other na- 
tions Were opening their lines and 
establishing their outposts, with a 
forward look to the morrow’s trade. 
It was wholly proper, and has been 
advantageous to them. Tardy as 
we are, it will be safer to hold our 
own markets” secure, and build 
thereon for our trade with the 
world. 

Business on Business Basis. 


A very important matter is the es- 
tablishment of the government’s 
business on a business basis... There 
was toleration of the easy-going, 
unsystematic method of handling 
our fiscal affairs, when indirect tax- 
ation held the public unmindful of 
the federal burden. But there is 
knowledge of the high cost of gov- 
ernment today, and high cost of liv- 
ing is inseparably linked with high 
cost of government. There can be 
no complete correction of the high 
living cost until government’s cost 
is notably reduced. 

Let me most heartily commend the 
enactment of legislation providing 
for the national budget system. Con- 
gress already has recorded its belief 
in the budget. It will be a very 
great satisfaction to know of its 
early enactment, £9 that it may be 
employed in establishing the econo- 
mies and business methods so es- 
—— to the minimum of expendi- 
ure. 

I have said to the people we meant 
to have less of government in busi- 
ness as well as more business in 
government. It is well to have it un- 
derstood that business has a right 
to pursue its normal, legitimate and 
righteous way unimpeded, and it 
Ought to have no call to meet gov- 
ernment competition where all risk 
is borne by the public treasury. 

There is no challenge to honest 
and lawful business success. But 
government approyal of fortunate, 
untrammeled business does not mean 
toleration of restraint of trade or of 
maintained prices by unnatural 
methods. It is well to have legiti- 
mate business understand that a just 
government, mindful of the interests 
of all the people, has a right to ex- 
pect the co-operation of that legiti- 
mate business in stamping out the 
practices which add to unrest and 
inspire restrictive legislation. 
Anxious aS we are to restore the on- 
ward flow of business, it is fair to 
combine assurance and warning in 
one utterance. 


High Living Costs. 

One condition in the business 
world may well receive your inquiry. 
Deflation has been in progress, but 
has failed to reach the mark where 
it can be proclaimed to .the great 
mass of consumers... Reduced cost of 
basic production has been recorded, 
but high cost of living has not 
yielded in like proportion. For ex- 
ample, the prices on grains and live 
stock have been deflated, but the 
cost of bread and meats is not ade- 
quately reflected therein. It is to 
be expected that non-perishable sta- 
ples will be slow in yielding to low- 
ered prices, but the maintained re- 
tail costs in perishable goods can- 
not be justified. 

I have asked the federal trade 
¢ommission for a report of its ob- 
servations, and it “«@vributes, in the 
main. the failure to adjust consum- 
ers’ cost to basic production costs 
to the exchange of information by 
“open price associations,’ which op- 
erate, evidently, within the law, to 
the very great advantage of thelr 
members and equal disadvantage to 
the consuming public. Without the 
spirit of hostility or haste in accu- 
sation of profiteering; some suitable 
inquiry by congress might speed the 
price geadjustment to normal rela- 
tionshfp, with helpfulness to both 
producer and consumer. A measur- 
ing rod of fair prices will satisfy 
the country and give us a business 
revival to end all depression and un- 
employment. 

The great interest of both the 
producer and consumer—indeed, all 
our industria] and commercial life, 
from agriculture to finance—in 
the problems of transportation will 
find its reflex in your concern to 
aid re-establishment, to restore ef- 
ficiency and bring transportatoin 
cost in a helpful relationship rath- 
er than continue it as a hindrance 
to resumed activities. 


Must Reduce Rail Rates. 


It is little to be wondered that ill- 
considered legislation, the war 
strain, government operation in 
heedlessness of cost, and the con- 
flicting programs, or the lack of 
them, for restoration have brought 
about a most difficult squation, 
made doubly difficult by t low 
tide of business. All Aare so inti- 
mately related that no improvement 
will be permanent until the railways 
are operated efficiently at a cost 
within that which the traffic can 
bear. 

If we can have it understood con- 
gress has no sanction for govern- 
ment ownership, that cangress does 
not levy taxes upon the people to 
eover deficits in a service which 
should be self-sustaining, there will 
be an avowed foundation on which 
to rebuild. 

Freight-carrying charges have 
mounted higher and higher until 
commerce is halted and production 
discouraged. Railway rates and 
costs of operation must be reduced. 

Congress may well investigate and 
let the public understand wherein 
our system and the federal regu- 
lations ‘are lacking in helpfulness 
or hindering in restrictions. The 
remaining obstacles which are the 
heritance of capitalistic exploita- 
tion must be removed, and labor 
must join management in under 
standing that the public which pays 
is the public to be served, and sim- 
ple justice is the right and will 
continue to be the right of all the 
people. 

Transportation over the highways 
is little less important, but the prob- 
lems relate to construction, because 
we are laying a foundation for a

| long time to come, and the creation 


is very difficult to visualize in its 
great possibilities. 

The highways are not only feed- 
ers to the railroads and afford re- 
lief ftom their local burdens, they 


are actual lines of motor traffic 


in intérstate commerce. They are 
the smaller arteries of the larger 
portion of our commerce, and the 
motor car has become an indispen- 
sable instrument in our political, so- 
ciai and industrial life. 


Highway Construction. 


There is begun a new era in high- 
way construction, the outlay for 
which runs far into hundreds of 
millions of dollars. Bond issues 
by road districts, counties and states 
mount to enormous figures, and the 
country is facing such an outlay 
that it is vital that every effort 
shail be directed against wasted ef- 
fort and unjustifiable expenditure. 

The federal government can place 
no inhibition on the expenditure in 
the several states; but since con- 
gress has embarked upon a policy 
of assisting the states in highway 
improvement, wisely, I believe, it 
can assert a wholiy becoming in- 
fluence in shaping policy. 

With the principle of federal par- 
ticipation acceptably established, 
probably never to be abandoned, it 
is important to exert federal influ- 
ence in deVeloping comprehensive 
Plans looking to the promotion of 
commerge, and apply our expendi- 
tures in the surest way to guaran- 
tee a'public return for money ex- 
pended, 

Large federa! outlay demands a 
federal voice in the program of 
expenditure. Congress cannot jus- 


tify a mere gift from the federal | 


purse to the several states, to be 
prorated among counties for road 
betterment. Such a course will in- 
vite abuses which it were better to 
guard against in the beginning. 
Federal Aid Laws. 

The laws governing federal! aid 
should be amended and strengthen- 
ed. The federal agency of admin- 
istration should be elevated to the 
importance and vested with authori- 
ty comparable to the work before 
it. And congress ought to prescribe 
conditions to federal appropriations 
which will necessitate a consistent 
program of uniformity which will 
justify the federal outlay. 

I now of nothing more shocking 
than the millions of public funds 
wasted in improved , highways, 
wasted because there is no policy of 
maintenance. The neglect is 
universal, but it is very near it. 
There is nothing the congress can 
do more effectively to end this 
shocking waste than condition all 
federal and on provisions for main- 
tenance. Highways, no matter how 
generous the outlay for construc- 
tion, cannot be maintained without 
patrol and constant repair. Such 
conditions insisted upon in the 
grant of federal aid will safeguard 
the public, which pays, and guard 
the federal government against po- 
litical abuses, which tend to defeat 
the very purposes for which we 
authorize federal expenditure. : 

Linked with rail and highway Is 
the problem of water transportaion 
—international and coastwise and 
transoceanic. It isn’t possible, on 
this occasion, to suggest to congress 
the additional legislation needful 
to meet the aspirations of our peo- 
ple for a merchant marine. 

In the emergency of war we have 
constructed a tonnage equaling our 
largest epectations. Its war cost 
must be discounted to the actual 
values of peace, and the large 
difference charged to the war 
emergency, and the pressing task 
is to turn our assets in tonnage to 
an agency of commerce. 

It is not necessary to say it to 
congress, but I have thought this 
to be a befitting occasion to give 
notice that the United States means 
to establish and maintain a great 
merchant marine. 


Radio Conimunication. 


Our differences of opinion as to a 
policy of upbuilding have been re- 
moved by the outstanding fact of 
our having builded. If the intelli- 
gent and efficient administration, 
under the existing laws, makes es- 
tablished service impossible, the 
executive will promptly 
you. Manifestly, if our laws gov- 
erning American activities on the 
seas are such as to give advantage 
to those who compete with us for 
the carrying of our own cargoes 
and those which ought naturally 
come in Americans bottoms through 
trade exchanges, then the spirit of 
American fair play will assert itself 
to give American carriers _ their 
equality of opportunity. This re- 
public can never realize Its right- 
eous aspirations in commerce, can 
never be worthy the traditions of 
the early days of the expanding re- 
public until the millions of tons of 
shipping which we now possess are 
co-ordinated with our international 


transportation and our shipping has 


government encouragement, not not 
government operation, in carrying 
our cargoes under our flag, over 
regularly operated routes, to every 
market in the world agreeable to 
American exchanges. It will 
strengthen American genius and 
management to have it understood 
that ours is an abiding determina- 
tion because carrying is second 
only to production in establishing 
and maintaining the flow of com- 
merece to which we rightfully as- 
pire. 

It is proper to invite your atton- 
tion to the importance of the ques- 
tion of radio communication and 
cables. To meet strategic, commer: 
cjal, and politica! needs active en- 
couragement shou!d be given to the 
extension of American-owned and 
operated cable and radio services. 
Between the United States and its 
possessions there should be ample 
communication facilities providing 
direct services at reasonable rates. 
Between the United States and 
other countries not only should there 
be adequate facilities. but these 
should be, so far as practicable, di- 
rect and free from foreign inter- 
madiation. Friendly co-operation 
should be extended to international 
efforts aimed at encouraging im- 
provement of international commu- 
nication facilities and designed to 
further the exchange of messages. 
Private monopolies tending to pre- 
yent the development of needed fa- 
ellities should be prohibited. Gov- 
ernment-owned facilities, wherever 
possible without unduly interfering 
with private enterprise or govern- 
ment needs, should be made avail- 
able for general uses. 


Aviation. 

Particularly desirable is the pro- 
vision of ample cable and radio serv- 
ices at reasOnable rates for the 
transmission of press matter, so 
that the American reader may re- 
ceive a wide range of news, and 
the foreign reader receive ful! ac- 
counts of American activities. The 
daily press of all countries may well 
be put in position to contribute to 


international understandings by the 
publication of interesting foreign 


news. 
Practical experience demonstrates 


the need for effective regulation of 
both domestie and international] 
radio operation if this newer means 
of inter-communication is to be ful- 
ly utilized. Especially needful is 
the provision of ample radio facili- 
ties for those services where radio 
only can be used, such as commu- 
nication with ships at sea, with air- 
eraft, and with out-of-the-way 
places, International communica- 
tion by cable and radio requires co- 
operation between the powers con- 
cerned, Whatever the degree of 
control deemed advisable within the 
United States, government licensing 
of cable landings and of radio sta- 
tions transporting and receiving in- 
ternational traffic seems necessary 
for the protection of American in- 
terests and for the security of sat- 
isfactory reciprocal privileges. 

Aviation is inseparable from 
either the army or-the navy, and 
the government must, in the inter- 
ests of national defense, enceurage 
its development for military and 
civic purposes. The encouragement 
of the civil development of aero- 
nautics is especially desirable as re- 
lieving the government largely of 
the expense of development, and of 
maintenance of an industry, now al- 
most entirely borne by the govern- 
ment through appropriations for 
the military, naval and postal air 
services. The air mail service is an 
important initial atep in the direc- 
ffon of commercial aviation. 

It has become a Pressing duty of 
the federal government to provide 
for the regulation of air naviga- 
tion: otherwise independent and 
conflicting legislation will be en- 
acted by the various states which 
will hamper the development of 
aviation. The national advisory 
committee for aeronautics. in a spe- 
cial report on this subject, has rec- 
ommended the establishment of a 
bureau of aeronautics in the depart- 
ment of commerce for the federa] 
regulation of air navigation, which

I recommend the enactment of 
legislation establishing a bureau of 
aeronautics in the navy department 
to centralize the control of naval 
activities in aeronautics, and re- 
moving the réstrictions on the per- 
sonnel detailed to aviation in the 
navy. 

The army air service should be 
oontinued as a co-ordinate combat- 
ant of the army, and iis existing 
Organization utilized in eo-opera- 
tion with other agencies of the 
government in the establishment of 
national transcontinenta] airways, 
and in co-operation with the states | 
in the establishment of local air- 
dromes and landing fields. 


Disabled War Veterans. 


The American people expect con- 
gress unfailingly to voice the grati- 
tude’ of the republic in a generous 
and practical way to its defenders 
in the world war who need the sup- 
porting arm of the government. 
Our very immediate concern is for 
the crippled soldiers and those deep- 
,ly needing the helping hand of the 
| sovernment. Conscious of the gen- 
erous intent of congress, and the 
public concern for the crippled and 
dependent, 1 invited the services of 
a volunteer committee to inquire 
into the administration of the bu-: 
reau of war risk insurance, the fed- 
eral board for Vocational training 
‘and other agencies of government 
in caring for the ex-soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines of the world war. 
This committee promptly reported 
the chief difficulty to be the im- 
perfect organization of govern- 
mental effort, the same lack of co- 
ordination which hinders govern- 
ment efficiency in many undertak- 
ings, less noticed because the need 
for prompt service is less appeal- 
ing. 

This committee has recommended, 
and I convey the recommendations 
to you with cord!lal approval, that 
all government agencies looking to 
the welfare of the ex-service men 
Should be placed under one direct- 
ing head, so that the welfare of 
these disabled saviors of our civil- 
ization and freedom may have the 
most efficient direction. It may be 
well to make such an official the 
director-general of service to war 
veterans, and place under his direc- 
tion all hospitalization, vocational 
training, war insurance, rehabilita- 
tion, and all. pensions. 

The immedidate extension and 
utilization of the government's hos- 
pital facilities in army and navy 
will bring relief to the acute con- 
ditions most complained of, and the 
hospital building program may be 
worked out to meet the needs likely 
to be urgent at the time of pos- 
sible completion. 

The whole program reqf@ires the 
most thoughtful attention of con- 
gress, for we are embarking on the 
performance of a sacred obligation 
which involves the expenditure of 
billions in the half century before 
us. Congress must perfect the pol- 
icy of generous” gratitude, and 
conscientious administration must 
stamp out abuses in the very be- 
ginning. We must strengthen, 
rather than weaken, the moral 
fiber of the beneficiaries, and hu- 
manize all efforts so that rehabili- 
tation shall be attended by respir- 
itualization. 

Public Welfare Department. 

During the recent political can- 
vass the proposal was made that a 
department of public welfare 
should be created. It was indorsed 
and commended so strongly that 1 
venture to call it to your attention 
and to suggest favorable legisla- 
tive consideration. 

Government's obligation affirma- 
tively to encourage development of 
the highest and most efficient type 
of citizenship is modernly accepted, 
almost universally. Government 
rests upon the body of citizenship; 
it can not maintain itself on a level 
that keeps it out of touch and un- 
derstanding with the community it 
serves. Enlightened governments 
everywhere recognize this, and are 
Biving their recognition effect in 
Policies and programs. Certainly 
no government is more desirous 
than our own to reflect the human 
attitude, the purpose’ of making 
better citizens—physically,  intel- 
lectually, spiritually. To this end 

am convinced that such a de- 
partment in the government would 
be of real value. It could be made 
to crystallize much of rather vague 
generalization about social justice 
into solid accomplishment. Events 
of recent years have profoundly im- 
pressed thinking people with the 
need to recognize new social forces 
and evoultions, to equip our citi- 
zens for dealing rightly with prob- 
lems of life and social order. 

In the realms of education, pub- 
lic health, sanitation, conditions of 
workers in industry, child welfare, 
proper amusement and recreation, 
the elimination of social vice, and 
many other subjects, the govern- 
ment has already undertaken a 
considerable range of activities. ] 
assume the maternity bill, already 
strongly approved, will be enacted 
promptly, thus adding to our man- 
ifestation of human interest. But 
these undertakings have been secat- 
tered through many departments 
and bureaus without co-ordination 
and with much over-lapping of 
functions which fritters energies 
and magnifies the cost. Many sub- 
jects of the greatest importance 
are handled by bureaus within -gov- 
ernment departmen which loziesl- 
Ivy have no apparent relation to 
them. Other subjects which might 
well have the earnest consideration 
of federa) authority have been neg- 
lected or “inadequately provided for. 
To bring these various activities to- 
gether in a single department, 
where the whole field could be sur- 


highest assurances of peace can 
carry no threat after the latest 
proof of our national unselfishness. 
The reasonble limitations of per- 
sonnel may be combined with econo- 
mies of administration to lift the 
burdens of excessive outlay. 

The war department is reducing 
the personnel of the army from the 
maximum provided by law in June, 
1920, to the minimum -directed by 
congress in a subsequent enactment. 
When further reduction is compati- 
ble with national security, it may 
well have the sanction of congress. 
so that a system of voluntary mili- 
tary training may offer to our 
young manhood the advantages of 
physical development, discipline, 
and commitment to service, and 
constitute the army reserve in re- 
turn for the training. 


Peace Statas. 


Nearly two and a half years ago 
the world War came to an end and 
yet we tind ourselves today in the 
technical state of war, though act- 
ually at peace, while Europe is at 
technical peace, far from tranquili- 
ty and little progressed toward the 
hoped-for restoration. 

It ill-becomes us to express im- 
patience that the European belli- 
Serents are not yet in full agree- 
ment, when we ourselves have been 
unable to bring constituted authori- 
ty into accord in our own relations 
to the formally proclaimed peace. 

Little avails in reciting the causes 
of delay in Europe or our own 
failure to agree. But there is no 
longer excuse for uneertainties re- 
specting some phases of our foreign 
relationship. In the existing league 
of nations, World governing with 
its super-powers, ths republic will 
have no part. There can be no mis- 
interpretation and there will be no 
betrayal of the deliberate expression 
of the American people in the re- 
cent election; and, scttled in our 
decision for ourselves, it is only 
fair to say to the world in general 
and to our associates in war in par- 
ticular, that the league covenant 
can have no sanction by us. 


Against League. 


The aim to associate nations to 
prevent war, preserve peace and 
promote civilization, our people 
most cordially applaud. We yearned 
for this new instrument of justice, 
but we can have no part in a com- 
mittal to an agency of force in un- 
known contingencies: we can rec- 
ognize no super-authority. 

Manifestly, the highest purpose of 
the league of nations was defeated 
in linking it with the treaty of 
peace ,and making it the enforcing 
agency of the victors of the war. 
International association for per- 
manent peace must be conceived 
solelyasan instrumentality of jus- 
tice, unassociated with the pas 
sions of yesterday, and not So con- 
stituted as to attempt the dual func- 
tions of a political instrument of the 
conquerors and of an, agency of 
peace. There can be no prosperity 
forthe fundamental purposes sought 
to be achieved by any such associa- 
tion, solong as it is an organ of any 
particular treaty, or committed to 
the attainment of the special aims 
of any nation or group of nations. 

The American aspiration, indeed, 
the world aspiration, was an asso- 
ciation of nations, based upon the 
application of justice and _ right, 
binding us in conference and co- 
operation for the prevention of war 
and pointing the way to a higher 
civilization and international fra- 
ternity, in which all the world 
might share. In rejecting .the league 
covenant and uttering that rejection 
to our own people, and to the world, 
wemakeno surrender of,our hope 
and aim for an association to pro- 
mote peace in which we would most 
heartily join. We wish it to be 
conceived in peace and dedicated 
to peace, and will relinquish no ef- 
fort to bring the nations of the 
world into such fellowship, not in 
the surrender of national sovereign- 
tv, but rejoicing in a nobler exer- 
cise of it in the advancement of 
human activities, amid the compen- 
sations of peaceful achievement. 

To Keep Pledge. 


rights everywhere of our own na- 
tion and play our own part in join- 


ing the peoples or the world in pur- 
suits of peace once more. Our ob- 
ligations in effecting European 
tranquillity, beeause of war's in- 
volvements, are not less ah POC! 5 
thn our part in the war itself. 
This restoration must be wrought 
before the human procession can go 
onward again. We can be helpful 
because we are moved by no ha- 
treds and harbor no fears. Helpful- 
ness does not mean entanglement, 
and participation in economic ad- 
justments does not mean sponsor- 
ship for treaty commitments which 
do not concern us, and in which we 
will have no part. 

In an all-fmpelling wish to do 
the most and best for our own re- 
public and maintain its high place 
among nations, and at the same 
time make the fullest offering of 
justice to them, I shall invite in the 
most practical way the advice of 
the senate, after acquainting It 
with all the conditions to be met 
and obligations to be discharged. 
along with our own rights to be 
safeguarded. Prudence in making 
the program and confident co-op- 
eration in making it effective can- 
not lead us far astray. We can 
render no effective service to hu- 
manitv until we prove anew gur 
own capacity for co-operation in the 
an-ardination of nowers eaAntam. 


plated in the constitution, and no 
covenants which ignore our asgo- 
ciations in the war can be made for 
the future. More, no helpful soci- 
ety of nations can be founded on 
justice and committed to peace 
until the cevenants re-establishing 
peace are sealed by the nations 
which were at war. To such accom- 
plishment—to the complete re-es- 
tablishment of peace and its con- 
tracted relationships, to the reali- 
zation of our aspirations for nations 
associated for world helpfulness 
without world government, for 
world stability on which humanity’s 
hopes are founded, we shall address 
ourselves, fully mindful of the high 
privilege and the paramount dtty 
of the United. States in this critica! 
period of the world.

Such a resolution should under- 
take to do more than thus to declare 
the state of peace, which all Amer- 
ica craves. It must add no diffi- 
culty in effecting. with just repa- 
rations, the resturation for which 
all Europe yearns, and upon which 
the world’s recovery must be found- 
ed.

There need be no fear of undue 
centralization or of creating a fed- 
era] bureaucraty to dominate af- 
fairs better to be left in state con- 
trol. We must, of course, avoid 
over-lapping the activities by the 
several states, and we must ever 
resist the growing demand on the 
federal treasury for the perform- 
ance of service for which the state 
is obligated to its citizenship. 

Somewhat related to the forego- 
ing human problems is the race 
question, Congress ought to wipe 
the stain of barbaric lynching from 
the banners of a free and orderly, 
representative democracy. We face 
the fact that many millions of peo- 
ple of African descent are numbered 
among our population, and that ina 
number of states they constitute a 
very large proportion of the total 
population. It is unnecessary to re- 
count the difficulties incident to his 
condition, nor to emphasize the fact 
that it is a condition which cannot be 
removed. There has been sugges- 
tion. however, that some of its dif- 
ficulties might he ameliorated by a 
humane and enlightened considera- 
tion of it. a study of its many as- 
pects, and an effort to formulate, if 
not a policy, at least a nation! at- 
titude of mind calculated to bring 
about the most satisfactory possible 
adjustment of relations beween the 
races. and of each race to the na- 
tinnal life. One proposal is the «- 
ation of a commission embracing 
representatives of both races. to 
study and report on the entire suh- 
fect. The proposal has real merit. 
I am convinced that In mutual tol- 
erance, understanding. charity. rec- 
ognition of the interdenendence of 
the races. and the maintenance of 
the rights of citizenship. lies the 
road to righteous adiustment. It is 
needless to call vour attention fo the 
unfinished business inherited from 
the nreceding congress. The appro- 
nriation bills for armv and navy willl 
have your early consideration. 

Te Reduce Expense. 

Neither branch of the government 
can be unmindful of the call! for re- 
duced expenditure for these depart- 
ments of our national defense. The 
government is in accord with the 
wish to eliminate the burdens of 
heavy armament. The United States 
ever will be in harmony with such 
a movement toward the higher at- 
tainments of peace. But we shall 
not entirely discard our agencies for 
defense until] there is removed the 
need to defend. We are ready to 
co-operate with other nations to ap- 
proximate disarmament, but merest 
prudence forbids that we disarm 
alone.

Neither congress nor the people 
needs my assurance that a request 
to negotiate needed treaties of 
peace would be as superfluous and 
unnecessary as it is technically in- 
effective, and I know in my own 
heart there is none who would wish 
to embarrass the executive in the 
performance of his duty when we 


are all so eager to turn disappoint- | 


ment and delay into gratifying ac- 
complishment. 


Deeper Concern. 

Problems relating to our foreign 
relations bear upon the present and 
the future .and are of such a nature 
that the all-important future must 
be deliberately considered, with 
greater concern than mere imme- 
diate relief from unhappy condition: 

We have witnessed, yea, we 
have participated in the supremely- 
tragic episode of war. but our deep- 
er concern is in the continuing life 
of nations and the development of 
civilization. 

We must not allow our vision to 
be impaired by the conflict among 
ourselves. The weariness at home 
and the disappointment to the world 
have been compensated in the 
proof that this republic will sur- 
render none of the heritage of na- 
tionality. but our rights in interna- 
tional] relationship have to be as- 
serted; they require establishment 
in compacts of amity; our part in 
readjustment and restoration can- 
not be ignored and must be de- 
fined.

Better Than Males

Chicago, Aprik 12.—Women in in- 
dustry have not been hit as hard 
by unemployment as men, accord- 
ing to Miss Mary Haney, secretary 
of the Women’s Trade Union léague. 

Furthermore, they are accepting 
less wage cuts. | 

Miss Haney attributes these facts 
to two reasons: First, feminine la- 
bor is cheaper and, second, women 
are more “independent” in their jobs 
than men. : 

“Employers find when they start 
trimming that their high-priced 
help are men,” she said. “And so 
the men go first. Either that or 
theit pay is reduced. * ° 

“Women, however, 
wage cuts as a rule. Invariably 
they have no dependent. Uniisual- 
ly they are working for less than 
men receive for the same work and 
employers, recognizing this fact, do 
not disturb them.” “=< 

Miss Hanéy said that still an- 
other factor helping women in in- 
dustry is the speeding up in many 
lines of business in which theré are 
women workers, such as millinery, 
ubholstering and garment working. 
Business in box factories, laundries 
and confectionery shops is pick- 
ing up, too. Houseworkers of all 
kinds are in demand. 

Women are just as acceptable em- 
ployees in shops and factories as 
men, according to Miss Haney, and 
rank with the men in efficiency, 
often wn aggre ag them. 

“I know of instances where the 
wife is holdimg her job, but the hus- 
band is walking the gtréets,” she 
said. “This condition prevails in 
families where the high cost of 
living’ has forced both husband and 
wife into the field of wage earn- 
ing.”

orders placed are not up to nor- 
mal, nevertheless they exceed ac- 
tual production, taking the coun- 
try as a whole. Shipments are com- 
ing forward promptly and mills are 
taking care of rush orders in good 
shape. The demand is such that 
the volume of grades suitable for 
building shipped exceeds the volume 
produced, and consequently it is 
becoming difficult to place some or- 
ders which are badly mixed or which 
Call for items in the most demand. 
This condition is particularly no- 
ticeable in the southern pine terri- 
tory, and as a consequence buyers 
are turning to the purchase of 
Douglas fir in spite of the very 
high freights which must be paid 
to gwet it into central western mar- 
kets. 

In the matter of prices there has 
been some tendency to firm up 
those for the lower grades, partic- 
ularly in southern pine. Here and 
there may be noted a trend to re- 
duce the prices of the better grades, 
and this is due not so much to lack 
of demand as to a readjustment of 
the spread in values between the 
different grades. In normal times 
& woo! suit is worth so much more 
than a cotton suit, and thus the best 
grade of lumber ts worth so much 
more than a lower grade when con- 
ditions are normal. When the heavy 
demand for lumber arrived, how- 
ever. the natural spread in price 
hetwen grades was disrupted by the 
fact that certain grades were in 
much greater @demand than others 
and as a consequence prices for the 
grades in most demand mounted 
much faster than those for the 
other grades. The natural spread 
in prices is now tn process of ad- 
justment, a fact which must be 
taken into consideration in any 
study of present market conditions.
